nton. Illinois has the nearest to a 
normal balance between the se x es 
with 
106.8 
men 
to IOO 
women. 
Taking all the different states to­ 
gether th** average excess is 134.3 
men to every IOO women. 
So, of 
course, there was an actual pre­ 
ponderance of 
m en’s votes 
over 
women’s votes 
for 
both 
Wilson 
and Hughes. The question is how 
great was the preponderance and 
if the relation of the Hughes vote 
to the Wilson vote 
would have 
been changed if only the men had 
been voting. 
It is probably fair to deduct 5 
per cent as allowance for the wo 
men who did not vote. 
All the 
campaign workers in the suffrage 
states are 
agreed 
that 
in most 
states the women’s vote was very 
heavy. 
On this basis the conclu­ 
sion is that the women cast 12.1 
per cent of all the votes for Wil­ 
son in the United States. 
This figure 
becomes especially 
interesting when 
it 
is compared 
with the women’s 
share 
of 
th** 
vol** for Hughes, and the relative 
size of the men's vote in the suf­ 
fra g e states for both Wilson and 
Hughes. 
The women east about the same 
proportion of both the Wilson and 
the Hughes vote, that is, 12.1 pp" 
cent of the Wilson vote and 12.9 
per cent of the Hughes vote. But 
what did the men do? While they 
cast 15 per

\o te they cast 16.3 
per 
ctfil of 
the Hughes vote. 
In 
other 
words, 
the 
women 
were rath er 
more 
radical, 
more 
keen 
for 
progressive democracy 
than the men. This fact is all the 
more impressive

siders that the women were offer­ 
ed two distinct 
temptations 
to 
sacrifice democracy 
for 
a hypo­ 
thetical gain to the suffrage cause. 
Hughes and 
the 
woman’s 
party 
and the congressional union made 
determined appeals 
for 
the wo- 
m en’s votes—Hughes 
for obvious 
political 
reasons, 
via 
suffrage— 
and the w om an’s 
party 
and 
the 
congressional 
union for suffrage 
straight. 
But both 
failed. 
The wronion’s 
votes in ten of tile twelve states 
stood firm. These women are suf­ 
fragists, of course. They want all 
the women in the country to vote 
as well as themselves. 
An anti­ 
suffragist in the voting states is 
as rare as ait 
icicle 
in summer. 
But they could 
not 
lend 
them ­ 
selves to a questionable benefit to 
suffrage at the risk 
of swinging 
the country back into the grip of 
privilege 
and 
plutocracy, 
which 
was what they knew’ the election 
of Hughes would mean. 
There is no getting aw’av from 
th** conclusion 
that

voters know 
what 
they 
wanted 
and voted

independently. 
They refused

threatened or dictated to. 
This remains one of the big sig­ 
nificant features

Times that women are at least 20 
per cent more neglectful of their
